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CLAIMS 



I claim and therefore seek protection secured by Letters of Patent for the following: 

1. (Currently amended) A mechanical Coupler able to make and hold an optical 
connection between som e form the Eveoiece of viewing device such as but not limited to 
telescopes, binoculars, microscopes, otto-scopes etc., to a camera or some other form 
of image recording d e v i ce Instrument, that is complete requiring no other adapter or 
attachment. Said coupler consists of comprisinQ : 

(a) a clamping component or mechanism that onablos sa i d Coupler to attach attachable 

to said Eyepiece of a scopo or othor viewing device. 

(bl <e) a base bracket with provision for attachment to tho clamp said clamping 
component bv a supporting pos t, said base bracket and cut with a slot extended 
perpendicular to and from the said postr arid through this which slot is inserted 
a tripod socket screw able to slide laterally up and down said base bracket to or from 
said post. 

iei (b) on adjust i b l o a post that supports and f i xos th e connected in an adiustable. 
positionable manner to said damp'ng component te-a on one end of the said post and said 
slotted base bracket on the other end of said post. 

(d) a tripod socket screw with an undercut on the threads, so that — it may engage 
engaoable to the slot in the base bracket, thread threadable through the bracket and 
th e n becomo fr ee to slide freelv slidable up and down the length of the slot Qnee 
thr e ad e d through tho baso bracket to tho undercut area of tho throadod, tho tripod 
sock e t scr e w becom e s fr ee to e ngag e , - pos i t i on and attach an Imag e r e cord i ng 
instrument such as a digital camora, oto. and threadable into said Instrument. 

(e) a jam nut or simila r, positioned and releasablv engaged upon said post to secure 
position between adjustib l o said post and sajd base bracket. 
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2. (Currently amended) An Eyepiece to Instrument Coupler according to claim 1. that is 
comp le t e , requir i ng no oth e r adapt e r or attachm e nt, to coup le a v ie wing d e v i ce to an 
i mag e r e cord i ng d e v i c e or i nstrum e nt Sa i d Coupler accomp l ish e s th i s task by clamping 
onto oyop i oco with a has a conformable clamping mechanism roughly sized and shaped 
for that purpose and w i th tho ab i l i ty to bo adjusted to fit. Said clamp i ng component i s in 
turn supported by an adjustibl e post and bas e bracket able to al l ow opt i cal al i gnm e nt with 
imag e recording i nstrum e nt attach e d to sa i d bas e bracket by moans of to be attachable 
and Dositionable upon said Eyepiece of a viewing device, a base bracket with slot, 
attachable and positionable to said Instrument bv a tripod socket screwr and an adiustible 
post attached positionablv and oeroendicularlv between said clamping mechanism on 
one end and said Instrument on the other 

3. (Currently amended) An eyepiece to instrument Coupler according to claim 1, that 
has a clamping mechanism that is comprised of an outer containment band with a 
releasablv diametrical reductive coaxial interior aperture roughly sized and shaped to aHew 
fit over and clampable onto the ban^el of an said Eyepiece^ to sl i p into, oxtend through, and 
shou l d e r up to the c l amping m e chan i sm's face. Once s e cur e d by adjustment, r e main i ng 
portion of eyepiece i s i nsert e d into focuser with a l ternat e faco of c l amp i ng mechanism 
shou l d e r e d up aga i nst e xt e r i or face of focus e r. shortened in the axial direction to allow 
enough of said Eyepiece barrel to remain exposed for a securable fit into said viewing 
device. 

4. (Currently amended) An eyepiece to instrument Coupler according to claim 1, that 
has a clamping mechanism that is comprised of an outer containment band with a 
releasablv diametrical reductive coaxial interior aperture roughly sized and shaped to allow 
clamping fit over and clampable onto the oyop i oco head of said Eyepiece or over the 
shroud of said Eveoiece that is non-removable^ oyop i ooos ouch as but not li mited to Otto 
scop e s. 
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5. (Currently amended) An eyepiece to instalment Coupler according to claim 1, that 
has a adjustable post attached to the and extending away along a perpendicular plane, 
from the coaxis of the interior aperture of said clamping mechanism and a l lows sa i d

c l amp to be posit i on e d up and down from a being securely and releasablv positionable at 
a selectable distance from said base bracket and i ndopendantly rotate about tho ax i s 
connected pen3endicularly to the opposite end of said post. 

6. (Currently amended) That tho aforo mont i onod post i n An eyepiece to instrument 
Coupler according to claim 5, can bo posit i oned and ho l d aforomont i onod c l amp and 
base bracket opart at any so l ectable d i stance by moans of having said adjustable post 

• w|th threads or stops and in such a way that d i stance and oriontation i s i nd e p e ndant l y 
ropoatab l o and adjustabl e , a l low i ng for moving of camera or machined into it or attached 
to it coaxially along said post's longitudinal axis, having said clamping mechanism and 
base bracket connected at alternate ends of said post with one, the other or both 
selectively held and positionably spaced apart, separation along the longitudinal axis of 
the post is reoeatable and releasablv held with independent orientation about the 
longitudinal axis of said post such that said Instrument to tho s i do and then roturnod is 
movable away from said Eyepiece of viewing device and then returnable and releasablv 
held without need for realignment. 
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7. (Currently amended) An eyepiece to instrument Coupler according to claim 1, that 
has a base bracket that accomodatos aforo mention e d vortica l releasablv attached to and 
rotatable around the radial axis of said post that throods through sa i d bas e bracket 
affect i ng both tho attachment and positioning of aforement i oned c l amp to base brackot. 
Said Base Bracket a l so has and having a perpendicular slot extended radially awav from 
said post, for a tripod socket screw that e ngag e s, s l id e s and rotates i nto posit i on and 
affixoG a camora typo when fully engaged in said base bracket is freely engagable to said 
Instrument so that said Instrument thuslv attached to the said base bracke t. Said bas e 
brack e t al l ow i ng fl e x i b ili ty i n pos i tion i ng of a l l attachm e nts, provid e ds for accurat e by 
means of the tripod socket screw is releasablv held to a repeatable optical alignment 

- between said Eyepiece of viewing device and image recording Instrument. 

8. (New **) An eyepiece to instrument Coupler according to claim 1, that has a base 
bracket with an attachment point for said post, a base plane running perpendicular to said 
post, a vertical through slot extended radially away from said post, a tapped hole 
congruous to one end of said slot for a tripod socket screw that when fully engaged in said 
base bracket is retained, slidable, rotatable and freely engagable to said Instrument.
